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Congress has been engaging in a little house cleaning as of late; more 
specifically Republican House members have been cleaning out the closet. 
When one of their representatives from Florida, Rep. Mark Foley announced 
he was resigning over some "overty friendly” emails to an underage male 
House page (servants or assistants) we were just seeing the beginning. Foley 
quickly exited the public light before anyone fully realized the severity of the 
scandal. With his spokesperson announcing that he “believes" he’s an 
alcoholic and that he is a gay man, Foley checked himself into a clinic for 
alcohol abuse, out of the public eye. Oh and then he remembered that a priest 
molested him when he was a child. Apparently everything and everyone is to 
blame, except himself, of course. Soon after the public started to get more of 
an idea of what Foley’s email and IM’s (instant messages) contained the more 
red faced the Republican Congressional leadership became. And with only 
about a month until the mid-term elections where the Republican majority 
fears losing control of Congress, the rationalizing and scapegoating quickly 
went into overdrive. The onslaught of demagoguery came, not only from the 
Republican House members but also from the right-wing media and talk show 
pundits. Initially there had been a push by Republicans to dismiss the whole 
thing as being no big deal, trying to spin the story and play damage control the 
seriousness of the whole scandal was played down, referring to the emails and 
IM’s as “over-friendly" over and over again. But for once their constant 
repetition wasn't working in their favor and people weren’t buying their 
assertions and wanted answers. So Republicans responded by attacking 
anyone and everyone that could help to take the focus off of their own party. 
Matt Drudge of the Drudge Report started by attacking the underage male 
pages, referring to them as “beasts" and accusing them of “egging the 
Congressman on" and that “these kids were playing Foley for all he was 
worth.” Michael Savage echoed Drudge’s attacks referring to one of the pages 
as a “sleaze ball” who “gay baited" Foley. Savage said the page, “went to 
Washington to get ahead. So he’s a greedy, aggressive child" who “knew how 
to play a congressman who was gay," adding, “I don’t know whether the boy 
exists Maybe he’s a Democrat." So the first line of defense of the right-wing 
is to blame the victims, (what an original idea) and to claim partisan politics, 
“the boy must be a democrat." It’s such a despicable strategy to blame the 
victim, an underage boy for being subjected to the advances of a member of 
Congress who is in his fifties. This is the lowest form of character assassina¬ 
tion; to stoop so low as to blame the victim is truly disgraceful. It’s never 
acceptable to blame the victim, this is the same type of appalling accusations 
that would blame a rape victim for the way she was dressed. It’s inexcusable 
and shouldn’t have even been suggested, although considering the sources 
it’s hardly surprising. Moving on to the other suggestion that “the boy must 
be a Democrat” this is part of the larger push that this is a partisan plan by the 
Democrats to discredit Foley and the Republican leadership and take control 
of Congress. Obviously the Democrats will jump on anything that will help 
them in the mid-term elections but does that excuse Foley from his responsi¬ 
bility? Does it excuse the Republican leadership that covered up Foley’s 
behavior (possibly for over a decade) ? Republicans have claimed, without any 
sort of proof, that Democrats orchestrated the Foley scandal. Rush Limbaugh 
charged, “these emails were planted by a liberal" as part of a “planned, 
orchestrated release" by the Democrats and the media to discredit Republi¬ 
cans. “What I’m suggesting here is that a lot of people knew of Foley’s 
proclivities and arranged to amass evidence of it for" political reasons, 
Limbaugh also claimed. “How do you get a kid to do this?" Limbaugh asked. 
“You threaten 'em or you pay ’em." Sean Hannity demanded, “I want to know 
why these instant messages were held back until now. Who knew about them? 
Why did they hold them back? Did they do it for political reasons? In other 
words, were they held back to maximize the political impact before an 
election?" Hannity also railed, “There’s a lot of selective moral outrage. We see 
a lot of things unfolding just before an election. You see that this is just pure 
politics. Is there any principle left?" Indeed. When Clinton was in office there 
was no higher priority for the Republicans that Clinton be impeached for his 




the Republicans tried to assert that Foley couldn’t possibly be a "real Republican" 
and insisted that he is really a “closet Democrat." I’ve seen this talking point 
repeated many times now. Charging that Foley is a “closet-Democrat" because 
he doesn’t embody the “high moral principles” of the conservative movement, 
so where does that leave him? Well, he must be a “closet-Democrat" then, I mean 
come on, he’s gay. Fox News takes the cake here though as when reporting on 
the scandal Fox News actually changed the party affiliation of Foley, presenting 
him on the screen as Rep. Mark Foley (D-Fla), the D being for Democrat. So Fox 
actually went so far as to present Foley as a Democrat when reporting the 
damaging scandal in an effort to curb the fallout for Republicans. I’ve seen quite 
a few Republicans repeating the charge that Foley isn’t a real Republican. I’ve 
seen Pat Buchanan repeatedly referto Foley as “this flamer", and others like Ann 
Coulter have chimed in with their usual disgusting commentary as well. Coulter 
spewed that, “the sudden emergence of the Swift Butt Veterans for Truth 
demonstrates that the Democrats would prefer to talk about anything other than 
national security." Tony Perkins, president of the conservative Family Research 
Council (FRC), claimed that, while “there’s no defense of this behavior... it 
shouldn't be totally surprising when we hold up tolerance and diversity as the 
guidepost for public life. This is what you end up getting: a congressman chasing 
16-year-old boys down the halls of Congress." Can you see where this is going? 
Not only is the right-wing arguing that Foley couldn't possibly be a “real 
Republican" but they seem to be sinking back into their usual time-tested 
standard of gay-bashing. Oh but wait former House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
claimed that if the House GOP leadership had “overly aggressively reacted to the 
initial round, they would also have been accused of gay bashing." Tony Perkins 
again chimed in, “I think there may have been some fear that they had, in pressing 
it forward, out of fear of being 
seen as gay-bashing or ho¬ 
mophobic because of the ori¬ 
entation of Congressman 
Foley." So now the Republi¬ 
cans are actually claiming to 
not want to be seen as ho¬ 
mophobic or gay-bashing. 

Since when? The Republican 
has built its platform on gay¬ 
bashing for the last 6 years. 

Bush got re-elected (if you be¬ 
lieve the election was legitimate) 
on gay-bashing. The Republi¬ 
cans exploited the issue of 
same-sex marriage and 
screamed about how there had 
to be a ban on it to protect 
“family values" in this country 
to rally their bigoted voting base. 

And now they want us to be¬ 
lieve that they are worried about 
being seen as homophobic, and 
that is the reason they’re claim¬ 
ing why they didn't act sooner. 

The Republicans have worked 
very hard to shift the focus from 
this scandal, to hide the fact 
that we’re talking about a child 
predator, they have been gay¬ 
bashing with all of their efforts 
to focus on the fact that he’s 
gay and not a child predator. 

And of course he must be part 
of some huge underground gay 
network, a shadow group that 
secretly controls the govern¬ 
ment (aside from securing themselves equal rights that is). Some are now 
speculating that Foley was part of a “velvet mafia” or “gay mafia" that attempted 
to protect Foley from exposure. Time magazine reporter, Karen Tumulty reported 
that according to “a whisper campaign that has been launched in Washington," 
former Foley chief of staff Kirk Fordham may have been one of the “gay staff 
members" belonging to “a‘velvet mafia’ at the upper levels of G.O.P. leadership" 
that sought to protect Foley. And Republicans have gone so far as to charge that 
gay men are more likely to sexually abuse children than straight men are. This is 
an outright lie. In fact a 1995 study released by the American Psychological 
Association found that “gay men are no more likely than heterosexual men to 
perpetrate child sexual abuse." This whole scandal has been so revolting, not 
only because of the child predator that was chair the House’s Missing and 
Exploited Children's Caucus, which Foley was. Oh did I forget to mention that? 
That alone is enough to send chills down your spine, to think that this guy was 
probably getting off of listening to the testimony of child victims that had been 


Sometimes keeping your positive mental attitude floating is a big pain injthe 
ass 

First of all, PMAs are hard as fuck to construct. After all, most of us are bom 
with an ominous sense of injustice from the moment we're yanked out of our 
mother’s comfort and thrown into a bright room reeking of Hibiclens soap and 
latex. Then there’s the uncomfortable fact that things only get worse with each 
day and each lesson that passes. From those initial feelings of being cold and 
alone to the daily injustices of preschool to repressive intricacies of high school 
to the fact that nation states do all sorts of horrible things to people, the 
knowledge, if taken in totality, would drive even the most positive of us into 
murderous min. 

In order to keep these homicidal impulses in check, all too many of us come 


to understand that unless we start savoring the small and fleeting beauties in life, 
we may end up with a shotgun barrel in our mouth or dirty syringe dangling out 
of our arm or yet worse. So we start focusing on the joys of good vegan 
breakfasts, good friends, and the virtues of the subculture we’ve inherited, things 
like Adverts songs, stage diving and reading a good rage filled fanzine. With every 
passing day we come to subconsciously (or consciously, depending on the level 
of your posi-neurosis) reinforce our PMA ships in order they may weather the 
storms looming just ahead. But aside from these lurking maelstroms, for every 
hour we spend building and reinforcing these vessels, it seems there are five 
more obstacles lurking beneath the surface ready to punch holes in them and 
send our punk asses to the bottom of the briny deep. 

This morning was a good example of that. I woke up feeling good as hell about 
the world. We'd had a good party the night before with punks and crips and 
Indians all hanging out together drinking wine and laughing. The kitchen was 
clean, the tea steeped up perfectly and I didn't even feel a shred of the bottles of 
$3 shiraz I’d partaken in. “Sweet," I thought to myself. “Today is a good day." 


elbows. The guy in front of me in line tried to bring a pocketknife through 
the metal detector, which was anything but appreciated by the veritable 
mob of Multnomah County Sheriffs who work the entrance to the ironically 
named Justice Center. Then my steelcaps beeped. Then my bag got 
searched. Then the judge was an hour late forthe Nine AM docket, leaving 
me to develop all sorts of ass ailments on the hard wooden pews that 
almost every courtroom in America features. But I stayed strong and 
chanted other Bad Brains songs over and over in my head, PMAs being 
too valuable to waste. 

Then shit really hit. The baliff called the court into session. We all rose 
while the old judge walked in and sat down. Then we sat and the felony 
arraignments began. And with every orange jumpsuited prisoner who 
passed by the judge in the courtroom or in the little plexiglass box, my 
positive mental attitude died that much more. After all, there is little more 
depressing in the world than the American criminal justice system. 

The first round of folks were ones who had been charged and released, 
mostly on identity theft issues. Thanks to a gloriously over-crowded jail, 
unless you commit a violent felony or have a hold-over or warrant from 
another jurisdiction, your ass will be walking, at least until you get 
sentenced. The dozen or so folks, men and women alike, would stand and 
listen while their indictment was read to them and then agree with the judge 
on a court date. They’d then turn and walk silently out of the courtroom and 
back to their lives. 

Then came the violent felonies. One by one the judge called to the jail 
to send down another inmate and one by one they filed into a narrow 
Plexiglas tube with two holes in it; one for your hands to be cuffed and one 
for your drastically underpaid public defender to pass you the 
indictment specifying your charges. The charges were as varied as 
the men inside. Murder I. Sexual Assault in the First Degree. Assault 
I. Menacing. Possession with Intent to Distribute. Menacing. 
Robbery I. Tweaked out white dudes with the vacant stares of meth 
ruined minds. Huge black thugs flashing gang signs at the crowd. 
A 78 year old Eritrean Immigrant who spoke no English but was 
facing three life sentences for shooting a gun at someone. A dozen 
or so Latino Mareros with gang tattoos on their necks and immigra¬ 
tion holds relegating them to the jail for an indefinite amount of time. 
As each man walked through it was difficult to separate my 
compassion for them as humans from the horror of their crimes. 
Though I tried to keep thinking of lyrics from the.“Rock for Light" 
LP, I couldn't help wonder what a more conscious caring society 
could do about men who violently rape women or rob poor old 
people or drunkenly drive their cars into bicyclists or beat gay men 
to death with their fists 

Issues of crime and justice are tough, even for the greatest 
minds of any given era. Plato and Aristotle were at a loss. Rousseau 
and Locke didn't have much more clarity. Hell, even ol’ Emma and 
Michael had trouble figuring out how to deal with fucked up people 
in the glorious to-be-announced stateless society of the future. If 
you read old anarchist, socialist or union publications from the turn 
of the last century, there’s always announcements of huge, week 
long conferences entitled: The Criminal; What is to be done to him? 
Or Anti-social Actions in the Socialist State. We’ve been trying to 
figure out crime and criminals foras long as we’ve been living with 
other humans, and from what I see every week in Courtroom 3 of 
the Justice Center, we are no fucking closer to a solution than we 
were when Zeus was invoked before sessions of the Athenean 
Senate. 

I think prisons are fucked and ACAB is true, at least to a 
certain degree. But where does that leave us when it comes to 
things like State v. Tucker where a guy raped his three step¬ 
daughters, stabbed the mother60-odd times, lit his elderly mother- 
in-law on fire and then proceeded to beat a 41 year old homeless 
guy to death? Or State v. Romanov where the guy has confessed 
to murdering at least 9 gay men in ten years? Or even the four gross men 
I watched at the Justice Center being arraigned on their fourth, fifth or even 
ninth violent rape charge? Can we afford these people? Where does 
compassion for a certain individual with bad habits end and compassion 
for the well being of his next victim begin? 

Justice isn't as simple as the bumper stickers and activist sloganeers 
would like us to believe. As easy as it is to play the activist blame game 
where global capitalism can be blamed for every single problem in the 
world, it only goes so far as a methodology for dealing with violent crime 
Having a “Free All Prisoners" sticker on your coffee cup does all too little 
in figuring out how violent rapists and serial murders and drunk drivers and 
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molested him when he was a child. Apparently everything and everyone is to 
blame, except himself, of course.

people or drunkenly drive their cars into bicyclists or beat gay men 
to death with their fists 

Issues of crime and justice are tough, even for the greatest 
minds of any given era. Plato and Aristotle were at a loss. Rousseau 
and Locke didn’t have much more clarity. Hell, even ol' Emma and 
Michael had trouble figuring out how to deal with fucked up people 
in the glorious to-be-announced stateless society of the future. If 
you read old anarchist, socialist or union publications from the turn 
of the last century, there’s always announcements of huge, week 
long conferences entitled: The Criminal; What is to be done to him? 
Or Anti-social Actions in the Socialist State. We’ve been trying to 
figure out crime and criminals for as long as we’ve been living with 
other humans, and from what I see every week in Courtroom 3 of 
the Justice Center, we are no fucking closer to a solution than we 
were when Zeus was invoked before sessions of the Athenean 
Senate. 

I think prisons are fucked and ACAB is true, at least to a 
certain degree. But where does that leave us when it comes to 
things like State v. Tucker where a guy raped his three step¬ 
daughters, stabbed the mother 60-odd times, lit his elderly mother- 
in-law on fire and then proceeded to beat a 41 year old homeless 
guy to death? Or State v. Romanov where the guy has confessed 
to murdering at least 9 gay men in ten years? Or even the four gross men 
I watched at the Justice Center being arraigned on their fourth, fifth or even 
ninth violent rape charge? Can we afford these people? Where does 
compassion for a certain individual with bad habits end and compassion 
for the well being of his next victim begin? 

Justice isn’t as simple as the bumper stickers and activist sloganeers 
would like us to believe. As easy as it is to play the activist blame game 
where global capitalism can be blamed for every single problem in the 
world, it only goes so far as a methodology for dealing with violent crime. 
Having a “Free All Prisoners" sticker on your coffee cup does all too little 
in figuring out how violent rapists and serial murders and drunk drivers and 
methheads with a penchant for sexually abusing their kids fit into an ideal 
society. How do we as compassionate people go about healing the 
wounded among us while preventing them from wounding other people? 
Even more difficult, what do we do with people who are seemingly 
incapable of not hurting other people? 

I don't know, don’t have any idea and see little hope of a revelatory 
solution popping up any time soon. But these are essential questions to 
ponder if we are serious about renovating or razing the status quo, which 
of course, plays a huge role in keeping our PMAs afloat in these turbulent 
times and those to come.

Last column I mentioned that a key turning point in my life was when I decided 
to drop out of college after s a semester and start traveling. The other day I was 
thinking about another turning point. That point was four years later when I 
decided to leave Finland and go back to college. This was perhaps the more 
significant turning point, as it led my life onto the positive course that it’s on now. 
Why am I telling you this? Some of my friends from my traveling days died this 
summer and it got me thinking—no, worrying—about other people that I know 
that could potentially be on a similar path. And it's not just traveling kids, but a 
lot of punks and really, people in general. I can think of dozens of examples from 
across the board. 

It's kind of hard to talk about this kind of stuff, as people don't really want to 
hear or think about it when they are in the midst of it and it’s hard to come off as 
non-judgmental and not snobby. We all have our own definition of success, 
which generally boils down to being able to meet your needs and find some 
happiness. I tend to agree with Maslow’s theory of the hierarchy of needs that you 
can't satisfy higher needs, like love and creativity, until you’ve met your basic 
needs like food, health and some kind of place to call home (the physiological and 
safetySecurity needs). And for those of you that have read my column over the 
years, you know that one of my big driving forces and frequent column topic is 
about living a fulfilling, creative and happy life. That is my angle for approaching 
this topic. So, I’m not saying that one has to go to college or work at an office to 
be successful. This is just something to think about. Take it or leave it. 

When you are young, say up to your late twenties, it’s pretty easy to be 
content panhandling, traveling, working shit jobs for beer and burrito money, 
dumpster diving for dinner and getting fucked up all the time. Lots of people think 
they could be happy living that lifestyle indefinitely. I think that is a pretty big 
gamble. I’ve found that a good chunk of people in that situation hit a point in their 
thirties where they get sick of being ass-broke, working for some dickhead 
moron, and drinking beer and smoking pot all day every day. Only, if and when . 
they decide to do something, they walk into the world at a disadvantage since the 
rest of the people their age have been building work history and marketable skills 
that put them in greater demand. The job market is pretty competitive these days, 
even for relatively low-skill jobs, which hurts people that haven’t done anything 
to make them stand apart. Some people have this attitude that things will always 
work out or like the world owes them something. Part of it was the way I was 
raised, but I believe that you have to work for things, usually damn hard. You have 
to push yourself. 

Very few people know exactly what they want to do in life. It changes as you 
grow. Since I was a teenager, I’ve had times when I wanted to be a professor, 
a chef, an herbalist, interior decorator, travel the world working on organic farms, 
a magazine editor and other things. That is part of what makes me a little different 
from the people I'm loosely describing—I want things in life. What I want may 
change over time, but I'm driven by an underlying ambition to achieve things, 
which comes with its own challenges and drawbacks, but ultimately pulled me 
out of a life of alcoholism and despondency. I fully recognize that a lot of people 
are not like that. Though I have a hard time understanding it, there are so many 
people that don’t have that internal check point that signals them when they’ve 
sunk too low. They just keep going down until they reach a suicidal or self¬ 
destructive abyss. I have seen people close to me and not so close get so utterly 
fucking depressed when they perceive that they have no options. To them, the 
future is a bleak wasteland where they can barely support themselves, let alone 
a family, and often are plagued with a drug or alcohol problem For many of these 
people, turning into a homebum is a serious and valid worry, as is being 
miserable for the rest of their lives. Like they’ll tell you, traveling in your twenties 
and being homeless in your late thirties or forties are totally different. 

I think it is good to have options in life. Part of having options is having 
something you are good at and like to do. It can be just about anything, aside from 
being a really outstanding drunk. Actually, fuck it, maybe you’d make a good 
bartender. The world needs good bartenders. The world needs a lot of things, so 


are skilled and dedicated enough to meet most of your own needs without cash 
and society, then you’re in damn good shape. Unfortunately, you are the 
exception. 

Depression sucks. Boredom sucks. I worry for my friends that seem to think 
that the freewheeling life, the craving and search for freedom, the rejection of 
society, as they’ve defined it, will give them a happy and fulfilling life foryears and 
years to come. Freedom can change shapes on you; you can wake up and realize 
you’re wearing a different set of chains, usually of your own making. That is a 
terrible feeling. Xena put it nicely when she said, “You have the power to recreate 
yourself every second." Every moment is full of opportunity if you are open to it 
and willing to do something. That said, the longer you wait, the harder it will be 
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The Future Generation: The Zine-Book for Subculture Parents, Kids, Friends + 
Others 

Sometime early in the New Year of 2007,1 am going to have my first book 
out! It’s an anthology of the last 16 years of my zine: The Future Generation, 
coming out with Atomic Book Company. (Atomic Books started their own small 
press.) I think its going to be great: it follows the chronological order of my 
daughter growing up: and includes selected essays over the years with an 
interest in anarchy in action and the world around me. Right now the graphic 
designer is laying it out. Scott loves the early look of my cut and paste zine days 
and is laying it out in book form but keeping the flavor. I left all the intros and poetry 
in the original unedited form, misspellings and all, for that reason. It was good to 
lightly edit the longer essays though. I feel this project is totally a new mutant: the 
zine-book. It’s personal like a zine but is going to be mass-produced to share with 
people who never got to see it the first go round. 

When I put my first issue of my zine out. in 1990, (when my daughter was 
two years old) a friend of a friend that worked at Kinko’s in SF zeroxed it for a major 
discount, if not free. Later I got to know the whole midnight shift of the Baltimore 
Kinko’s and so many proceeding issues were done for free—which in essence 
was *why* I could indeed put out a zine at all. This was the way things were done. 
People helped each other out in many ways: because you were a punk, because 
you were a friend, because you came to town and recognized others that were 
in the same scene as you. People toured and stayed at each others houses and 
even the drunk punks would direct you to where you could get food for free: soup 
kitchen, dumpster, or after hours where some friend of friend worked. Anyway, 
when I made my first zine, I wasn’t even sure how to bind it. I put clothes pins 
on one of my first copies and gave itto a mom friend. That was a bad idea, though, 

I saw as the pages easily flew free all over her apartment and under the feet of 
her two-year-old. I figured out how to staple it; gave it to other parents, friends, 
took it to the anarchist bookstore on Haight Street and sent copies for review in 
the bigger zines I knew about (mostly anarchist ones, and at some point Fact 
Sheet Five) and some to trade. I think I made - maybe 50 copies of it. It didn’t 
exactly take off like I thought it might, but one day I got a letter in my PO Box with 
no return address. Enclosed was a hundred-dollar bill with an (unsigned) note “I 
thought your zine was really powerful, keep up the good work!” “HOLY SHIT!” 
was my reaction. I planned on putting the money into printing costs, but instead 
spent it on rent or food. I felt guilty about that for a few years. Then someone told 
me not to, to put the zine money into my survival was OK. And my survival is also 
to make zines. The budget is all wrapped up together. 

And still to this day, how I distribute is kinda, well sporadic. I just talked to 
the mom who sings^lays music for kids once a week at two kid stores around 
town—she remembered when I knocked on her window, as she was in her car, 
and gave her a copy of my zine. I had seen her in the coffee shop with a small 
child beside her and a baby in a sling, and just liked her vibe. She told me (this 
feedback took two years) that she kept my zine in her car and read it when she 
had time, she said she liked it; that it was really quite well done. So yea, 
sometimes I give my zines to strangers, or send them in the mail to someone who 
looks interesting - for free. Once, someone emailed me looking for the “other” 
China Martens (yes their actually is another one with a rising software writing 
career) and we wound up chatting (I’m not ‘that* China, I’m the China who writes 
zines). She thought that sounded really interesting and wished she was reading 
my publication instead of the dull stuff she was doing at work—so I sent her a 
zine! I never heard back from her, that’s cool, I often don’t hear back from people 
I give or send zines to. 

So I tell vou these stories, to tell vou. mv zine has alwavs been small—with 


in some really vital way. 

Still to this day - it’s small. I got an email today, from a mom in Brazil. It 
was short and sweet. “I read your column called “Getting Out: isolated 
struggle and the open road” at Slug & Lettuce and it’s great!!! Keep up the good 
writing!" Last week I got a letter with 4 dollars in it, ordering MamaPhiles #2 
(a mama zine collaboration project I am a part of), with a letter enclosed. I love 
the homemade and pretty stationary most of the mamas use and the notes for 
ordering are almost always really sweet and caring. It said the person had 
really liked #1 and was looking forward to getting this issue. Cool! I thought 
and smiled, a “repeat customer" I joked back on the little note I wrote back. 
Some weeks I get no mail, some weeks a piece or two. My post office box is 
also used by another zinester in the neighborhood, Miriam, who is a librarian 
and part of the zine library in Cockeysville; and now by my daughter (who is 
the editor a zine called “Dildo")! I fill orders to Montana, Vermont, Seattle, 
Ohio, England, etc . It 's a cool feeling to send something, to someone you don't 
know,... somewhere else. It’s just cool. 

Sometimes I have down times with my zine and it’s a drag that I get like 
one piece of mail and it sits there for 3 months before I fill the order. I feel 
REALLY bad about that. Especially this one time I got an amazing, amazing 
long lettertelling about how influential my zine and other mama zines had been 
to this family, which embarking on parenthood felt like a strange terrain to 
them and they were trying to find their way. It talked about how they were 
starting a child-care collective at this college and finding other like minds now. 
It took me like a fucking year to write back and they never wrote back to that 
letter - so I don’t know. But I feel really bad about that, I think it’s the worse 
thing I ever did. 

Often I write back long letters, but not always. Sometimes everything just 
gets lost in the mix - and I understand that other zinesters and mothers are just 
like that too: some crisis getting in the way of zines for the moment. Once last 
year, I got a release form that they wanted to use my zine in this movie in NYC! 

I forgot the name of it, but I showed the letter to Ian and he said the producer 
was an up and coming one. It had a political theme and one character, a young 
boy, had zines lying around his bedroom and so my zine was apparently - part 
of the set - and they needed a release form. HA! Funny! Other times, I have 
good friends, baby. Lauren at Atomic will recommend my zine as will Miriam 
the Librarian who tells me that my zines get checked out a lot. Vikki in NYC gave 
all my old issues to the Barnard zine library and Jenna (the zine librarian) 
emailed me to get my contact info to pay for them! I can’t remember all the 
good things that have happened with my zine. It’s mellow. It's small. It’s over 
time, long time experience. Good reviews, people who reprint a section, 
getting emails and interviews and being quoted in books. As I get older, I start 
to reap the rewards I guess you would say, of the years I put in doing 
something I care about. 

And now that my zine-book is coming out very soon! I am going to be so 
fucking happy. (Make no mistake though, I was mostly unhappy in the year 
plus I was putting this thing together—it was hard work. But I think I’ve gotten 
over my generous amount of self-doubt and feelings of shortcomings and can 
just be simply happy to have my project out there.) I should bring Ben and 
Rachel (of Atomic Books) free coffee and cookies and stuff. Because they 
didn't have to do this! Its not about money, there is going to be no money 
made, its about, well its just about making things. And I appreciate someone 
else doing the work on printing! I usually have to take care of that. Xeroxing 
is getting too hard in my old age! (Thus the economical smarter laid out issues 
of #10 - #14 I had to start paying for it!) 

After this zine-book comes out — I will go on tour with Ariel Gore and 
Annie Downey on the “Ideals and Crazy Dreams" tourin April and I want to take 
the book around to other places too. I went to some of my first zine 
symposiums this summer, basically in preparation for my book coming out 
as it was actually first supposed to be out last mother's day. I went to the 
Portland Zine Symposium and the Montreal Anarchist Book Fair for the first 
time! Maybe next year I will get to bring my book to the New Orleans Book fair.

It does seem plausible to me, cyber 
society but it still feels lacking. Maybe I am old-fashioned, but speaking your 
thoughts to others, face to face, in relative freedom to do so is something so 
important, so priceless to me that it would be hard forme to exist as I am that 
way. 

I remember reading this quote from a French writer living under the Nazi- 
Vichy regime. It said something like *you are always free, because they can 
never take your thoughts. "I have always thought of the truth and the fiction 
of that statement. While it is tme that you can always control your own 
thoughts, the inability of expressing them is the highest form of alienation a 
person can experience. To scream in your own mind, a hell if I have ever 
imagined one.

Who knew how much food you can grow in a backyard garden, even in these

Some of my friends from my traveling days died this 
summer and it got me thinking—no, worrying—about other people that I know 
that could potentially be on a similar path. And it's not just traveling kids, but a 
lot of punks and really, people in general. I can think of dozens of examples from 
across the board. 

It’s kind of hard to talk about this kind of stuff, as people don’t really want to 
hear or think about it when they are in the midst of it and it’s hard to come off as 
non-judgmental and not snobby. We all have our own definition of success, 
which generally boils down to being able to meet your needs and find some 
happiness. I tend to agree with Maslow’s theory of the hierarchy of needs that you 
cfln't satisfy higher needs, like love and creativity, until you’ve met your basic 
needs like food, health and some kind of place to call home (the physiological and 
safetySecurity needs). And for those of you that have read my column over the 
years, you know that one of my big driving forces and frequent column topic is 
about living a fulfilling, creative and happy life. That is my angle for approaching 
this topic. So, I'm not saying that one has to go to college or worlr at an office to 
be successful. This is just something to think about. Take it or leave it. 

When you are young, say up to your late twenties, it’s pretty easy to be 
content panhandling, traveling, wording shit jobs for beer and burrito money, 
dumpster diving for dinner and getting fucked up all the time. Lots of people think 
they could be happy living that lifestyle indefinitely. I think that is a pretty big 
gamble. I’ve found that a good chunk of people in that situation hit a point in their 
thirties where they get sick of being ass-broke, working for some dickhead 
moron, and drinking beer and smoking pot all day every day. Only, if and when . 
they decide to do something, they walk into the world at a disadvantage since the 
rest of the people their age have been building work history and marketable skills 
that put them in greater demand. The job market is pretty competitive these days, 
even for relatively low-skill jobs, which hurts people that haven’t done anything 
to make them stand apart Some people have this attitude that things will always 
work out or like the world owes them something. Part of it was the way I was 
raised, but I believe that you have to work for things, usually damn hard. You have 
to push yourself. 

Very few people know exactly what they want to do in life. It changes as you 
grow. Since I was a teenager, I’ve had times when I wanted to be a professor, 
a chef, an herbalist, interior decorator, travel the world working on organic farms, 
a magazine editor and other things. That is part of what makes me a little different 
from the people I’m loosely describing—I want things in life. What I want may 
change over time, but I’m driven by an underlying ambition to achieve things, 
which comes with its own challenges and drawbacks, but ultimately pulled me 
out of a life of alcoholism and despondency. I fully recognize that a lot of people 
are not like that. Though I have a hard time understanding it, there are so many 
people that don’t have that internal check point that signals them when they’ve 
sunk too low. They just keep going down until they reach a suicidal or self¬ 
destructive abyss I have seen people close to me and not so close get so utterly 
fucking depressed when they perceive that they have no options. To them, the 
future is a bleak wasteland where they can barely support themselves, let alone 
a family, and often are plagued with a drug or alcohol problem For many of these 
people, turning into a homebum is a serious and valid worry, as is being 
miserable for the rest of their lives. Like they’ll tell you, traveling in your twenties 
and being homeless in your late thirties or forties are totally different. 

I think it is good to have options in life. Part of having options is having 
something you are good at and like to do. It can be just about anything, aside from 
being a really outstanding drunk. Actually, fuck it, maybe you’d make a good 
bartender. The world needs good bartenders. The world needs a lot of things, so 
what do you have to offer that will make you reasonably happy to offer it? I 
remember a letter a long time ago from a friend expressing disappointment with 
his life and wondering what he should do that would make him some money while 
allowing him to stay reasonably drunk. It sounds kind of funny, but I totally think 
he was on the right track, particularly at age 26 or 27. No one is saying you need 
to quit drinking and buy a button-down shirt and khaki pants. Please don’t go out 
and buy khaki pants.

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The Future Generation: The Zine-Book for Subculture Parents, Kids, Friends +

Sometime early in the New Year of 2007,1 am going to have my first book 
out! It’s an anthology of the last 16 years of my zine: The Future Generation, 
coming out with Atomic Book Company. (Atomic Books started their own small 
press.) I think its going to be great: it follows the chronological order of my 
daughter growing up; and includes selected essays over the years with an 
interest in anarchy in action and the world around me. Right now the graphic 
designer is laying it out. Scott loves the early look of my cut and paste zine days 
and is laying it out in book form but keeping the flavor. I left all the intros and poetry 
in the original unedited form, misspellings and all, for that reason. It was good to 
lightly edit the longer essays though. I feel this project is totally a new mutant: the 
zine-book. It’s personal like a zine but is going to be mass-produced to share with 
people who never got to see it the first go round. 

When I put my first issue of my zine out, in 1990, (when my daughter was 
two years old) a friend of a friend that worked at Kinko’s in SF zeroxed it for a major 
discount, if not free. Later I got to know the whole midnight shift of the Baltimore 
Kinko’s and so many proceeding issues were done for free—which in essence 
was ‘why* I could indeed put out a zine at all. This was the way things were done. 
People helped each other out in many ways: because you were a punk, because 
you were a friend, because you came to town and recognized others that were 
in the same scene as you. People toured and stayed at each others houses and 
even the drunk punks would direct you to where you could get food for free: soup 
kitchen, dumpster, or after hours where some friend of friend worked.

I figured out how to staple it; gave it to other parents, friends, 
took it to the anarchist bookstore on Haight Street and sent copies for review in 
the bigger zines I knew about (mostly anarchist ones, and at some point Fact 
Sheet Five) and some to trade. I think I made - maybe 50 copies of it. It didn’t 
exactly take off like I thought it might, but one day I got a letter in my P0 Box with 
no return address.

I just talked to 
the mom who sings4>lays music for kids once a week at two kid stores around 
town—she remembered when I knocked on her window, as she was in her car, 
and gave her a copy of my zine. I had seen her in the coffee shop with a small 
child beside her and a baby in a sling, and just liked her vibe. She told me (this 
feedback took two years) that she kept my zine in her car and read it when she 
had time, she said she liked it; that it was really quite well done. So yea, 
sometimes I give my zines to strangers, or send them in the mail to someone who 
looks interesting - for free. Once, someone emailed me looking for the “other” 
China Martens (yes their actually is another one with a rising software writing 
career) and we wound up chatting (I’m not ‘that* China, I’m the China who writes 
zines). She thought that sounded really interesting and wished she was reading 
my publication instead of the dull stuff she was doing at work—so I sent her a 
zine! I never heard back from her, that’s cool, I often don’t hear back from people 
I give or send zines to.

Even with my mama-writer editors (Vikki Law and Ariel 
Gore—who gave invaluable heaping amounts of their time as they read over 
all the past issues and made selections to what went into the zine-book and 
helped edit it) it’s politics first. We met though our words, and were first 
comrades because of our aims, our politics, our experiences, our writings.

But at least I got something written down to share, 
through all that, and all those hard times when sometimes I couldn’t and didn’t 
put out a zine for years and those writings are in a box. I know at this point, 
it seems like I have some false humility. NO! It’s not that. It’s just that I’m not 
such a good writer, and what I write isn’t interesting to everyone. BUT you see, 
what I’m trying to tell you - is that its always been interesting to ‘someone* 
and its always been grand, I like the people who like my zine; that's who I want 
to talk to.

This month I went to the Green Festival in D.C. The idea of green for this 
event was defined as working towards “safe, healthy communities and a 
strong, local economy." In addition to providing workshops, great vegan food, 
and speakers the festival boasts over 350 exhibitors of products. My first 
thought is what do products have to do with being green or environmentally 
friendly? More importantly, why do we have to equate consumerism with 
being conscientious about our impact on the earth? I was initially really put 
off by the focus on the vendor tables. It took me attending several workshops 
and presentations to get a better understanding. And, surprise, the best way 
I could understand it is my argument for veganfcim — it all comes down to 
supply and demand. When it comes to environmental impact, the larger the 
consumer, the greater the impact. So, we have to target the consumers. As 
much as I despise the word or attributing it to myself, I am a consumer. And 
as long as I’m consuming, whatever it may be, it is my responsibility to make 
the best choices I can within reason. The within reason part is the grey area 
— the area that we get to define but that we could also give too much room 
to make excuses or get too comfortable. Some of the criteria would be ability, 
cost, access, etc. We all know, for example, that eco-friendly toilet paper is 
about double the regular price and energy efficient light bulbs are several 
dollars more up front. We have to way the costs and rewards within our 
personal means which is obviously easier for those with money and privilege. 
So, yes, I guess I am glad that being green is hip. If the major consumers are 
making better choices they are also bringing the prices down for the rest of us 
while having less of an impact on the earth. 

This month I realized that I am definitely not doing enough to minimize my 
use of resources and impact on the environment.

grains require far less water and land than meat and do not contribute to animal 
waste contamination. 

3. Buy Locally Grown Organic, (if you can get it) and produced Food: The shorter 
distance your food has to travel to get to your plate, the smaller the amount of 
green house gas produced. 

4. Conserve Water: Turning the faucet off while brushing your teeth and not using 
the toilet as a wastebasket will help conserve water every day. Even better, set 
up a grey water system in your bathroom. 

6. Choose a Fuel Efficient Vehicle: Fuel-efficient vehicles will help your wallet at 
the gas pump and decrease the output of green house gasses that are contrib¬ 
uting to global warming. Convert to Bio-diesel if you can. 

7. Change your Bulbs; Switching all of your light bulbs to more energy efficient 
florescent bulbs will save you money.

CRANBERRY APPLE CRISP Ingredients: 5 me¬ 
dium Granny Smith Apples, peeled, cored, and 
sliced in fourths, 16 oz of fresh cranberries or 116 
oz can of whole berry cranberry sauce, V4 cup 
sugar, 2 tablespoons flour. Forthe topping: 1/4 cup 
walnuts, finely chopped, 1 cup rolled oats, 1/2 cup 
firmly packed brown sugar, 1/3 cup flour, 1/4 cup 
vegan margarine, 1 teaspoon cinnamon. Preheat 
oven to 375 F. Place sliced apples in a 9-xl 3" pan. 

If using fresh cranberries, put 1 cup water, 1 cup 
sugar, and 16 oz of fresh cranberries in a sauce pan 
and bring to a boil until cranberries “pop" and cool 
for 10 minutes. Combine cranberries, sugar, and 
flour in a bowl. Toss mixture in with apples. Com¬ 
bine nuts, oats, brown sugar, cinnamon, flour, and 
margarine in a bowl. Sprinkle evenly over apple 
cranberry mixture. Bake for 30-40 minutes or until 
top is golden brown and fruit is tender.

I just went apple picking and made both of these— 
they’re amazing! 

CRANBERRY APPLE CRISP Ingredients: 5 me¬ 
dium Granny Smith Apples, peeled, cored, and 
sliced in fourths, 16 oz of fresh cranberries or 116 
oz can of whole beny cranberry sauce, 34 cup 
sugar, 2 tablespoons flour. Forthe topping: 1/4 cup 
walnuts, finely chopped, 1 cup rolled oats, 1/2 cup 
firmly packed brown sugar, 1/3 cup flour, 1/4 cup 
vegan margarine, 1 teaspoon cinnamon. Preheat 
oven to 375 F. Place sliced apples in a 9"x13" pan. 

If using fresh cranberries, put 1 cup water, 1 cup 
sugar, and 16 oz of fresh cranberries in a sauce pan 
and bring to a boil until cranberries “pop" and cool 
for 10 minutes. Combine cranberries, sugar, and 
flour in a bowl. Toss mixture in with apples. Com¬ 
bine nuts, oats, brown sugar, cinnamon, flour, and 
margarine in a bowl. Sprinkle evenly over apple 
cranberry mixture. Bake for 30-40 minutes or until 
top is golden brown and fruit is tender. 

APPLE POTATO CURRY WINTER SOUP Ingredi¬ 
ents: 3 tablespoons chopped ginger, 5 cloves 
chopped garlic, 1/2 chopped onion, 1/2 tablespoon 
mustard seeds, 5 cubed potatoes, 3 chopped 
carrots, 1 cup dry red lentils, about 11/2 cups liquid 
vegetable stock, 1/2 cup maple syrup, 2 peeled and 
chopped apples, 1/4 cup chopped cilantro. Saute 
chopped ginger, garlic, onion and mustard seeds 
for 3-5 minutes. Add the potatoes, carrots and 
lentils into the pan and saute for another 5 minutes 
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personal means which is obviously easier for those with money and privilege. 

If the major consumers are 
making better choices they are also bringing the prices down for the rest of us 
while having less of an impact on the earth.
